The Grand Jury in session at 
Elba last Monday and Tuesday, 
February 17 and 18, returned 9 
indictments, five being for felonies 
and four for misdemeanors. The 
body also made a number of other 
recommendations, and for the ben- 
efit of our readers we are printing 
the full report below: 


“We, the Grand Jury empanelled 
by Your Honor on Monday, Feb- 
ruary 17, 1947, wish to submit this 
as our final report. 

We have investigated eighteen 
presentments and herewith submit 
to Your Honor 9 indictments, con- 
sisting of five felonies and four 
misdemeanors. 

We have examined the County 
Buildings and find them generally 
to be in a fair state of repair. Our 
observation revealed that the pub- 
lic toilets in the Courthouse are in 
a deplorable condition, in fact, in 
such condition that they are a 
with the Public Health Laws. In 
recommended that the fixtures in 
said toilets be replaced by new 
and modern equipment, and that 
they be reconditioned to comply 
with the Public Healtth Laws. In 
the event this repair cannot be 
done in the immediate future, it 
is suggested that said toilets be 
closed and locked until repairs can 
be made. It was also found that 
the floor in the Clerk's office is 
badly in need of repair. We sug- 
gest that such repairs be made. 

An inspection of the Jail dis- 
closed the premises to be in good 
repair with the exception of the 
fact that said building needs re- 
painting on the outside and inside, 
and that the windows need reput- 
tying. We found the Jail to be 
Sanitary and adequately kept. 

It is suggested that the grounds 
of the Courthouse Square be filled 
in and leveled to prevent the 
standing of water thereon. 

It was discovered from an in- 
spection of the Office of the Sup- 
erintendent of Education that they 
have no place to store school 
books under their charge. It is 
suggested that the County Com- 
missioners cooperate with the Sup- 
erintendent of Education in pro- 
viding a place for storage of the 
books.

Much of the seed rot, which is 
the most common cause of poor 
stands of peanuts in Alabama, may 
be controlled by seed treatment, 
according to results of the Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station, A. P. 
f., reported in its latest publica- 
tion released for growers. 

The leaflet, No. 23, ‘Seed Treat- 
ment for Peanuts,” summarized 
results from four years’ experi- 
ments with treating planting seed 
with various chemical compounds 
now available on the market, 
value of treatment of machine- 
shelled seed, when to treat, how 
to treat, and what seed treatment 
does. 

The publication is authored by 
Dr, Coyt Wilson, plant patholo- 
gist of the Station staff, who con- 
ducted the experiment work, 

Copies of this leaflet may be 
obtained free from your County 
Agent. You may call by the of- 
fice or write for one. Mr. Robin- 
ette says that he will never plant 
another peanut without treating. 
A practice that is a “must” in 
peanut production,

“Fire, as well as the common 
cold, thrive on these raw winter 
days,” county agent, J. R. Speed, 
said today, warning farmers in 
this area to use great care with 
all heating units in homes, barns, 
and outbuildings, and to take 
proper precautions to prevent con- 
flagrations, 

Mr. Speed said fire losses, par- 
ticularly in rural areas, reach 
their peak when temperatures go 
down and heaters are pushed to 
maintain adequate warmth inside 
buildings. 

“In cold weather, stoves often 
become overheated. Farm ers 
should prevent nearby beams from 
scorching and make sure the stove 
pipes are free from soot. Crops 
and other material which might 


easily catch fire should be re- 
moved from the _ immediate 
vicinity, 

“Many, many winter fires are 
caused by faulty stoves,” Mr, 
Speed said. He urged all farmers 
to take precautions by having 
their fire extinguishers checked, or 
approved fire extinguishers instal- 
led near their heating units, if 
this has not already been done. 

“If we all take the time right 
now to check our stoves and ex- 
tinguishers, and install fire pro- 
tection devices, we can make sure 
that fire losses in this area will 
be materially reduced this winter,” 
Mr. Speed concluded.

Develops Substances Which 
Attack Tissues of Its 
Own Vital Organs. 


SAN FRANCISCO, — That the 
human body in building up resist- 
ance to germs or other foreign in- 
vaders sometimes automatically 
develops substances capable of 
destroying tissues of its own vital 
organs, is a new concept of disease 
which has at least been partially 
confirmed in the University of Cali- 
fornia research laboratory, says 
the Associated Press, 

Rats given injections of strepto- 
coccus vaccine mixed with an ex- 
tract of rat kidney developed not 
only antibodies against ‘‘strep'’ in- 
fection but also produced  sub- 
stances which destroyed parts of 
their own kidneys. This destructive 
process is called glomeruloneph- 
ritis, 

The various forms of nephritis, 
the medical term for degenerative 
kidney trouble, rank sixth among 
the diseases which take human life. 

The laboratory findings showed 
that the apparently innocent kidney 
extract rather than the supposed- 
ly wicked streptococcus was re- 
sponsible for the destruction, 

However, the presence of the 
strep or some other foreign sub- 
stance was necessary to start the 
kidney substance on its rampage. 

Interesting Results, 

The work was done by Dr. Philip 
A. Cavelti, immunologist of the uni- 
versity’s Hooper foundation for 
medical research, and Mrs, Ca- 
velli. The results were reported in 
the Archives of Pathology, a pub- 
lication of the American Medical 
association, 

A revolutionary phase of the re- 
search is the showing that bits of 
tissue detached from the kidney 
of an individual animal, upon 
passing through that same animal's 
blood, could produce antibodies po- 
tentially detrimental to the very or- 
gan from which the fragments orig- 
Inated, 

Medical researchers long have 
known that bits of tissue from an 
animal injected into one of another 
species would produce antibodies 
potentially destructive toward the 
tissues of the donor animal. 

But until recent years it had been 
taken for granted that tissues would 
not produce antibodies against 
their own kind or their own species. 

One at a Time. 

Dr. Cavelti’s finding that animals 
of the same species can produce 
antibodies hostile to their own tis- 
sues raised the question whether de- 
generative diseases such as glom- 
erulonephritis can develop as a sec- 
ondary result of the invasion of the 
body by a foreign substance. 

Although the experiments were 
confined to animals, they suggest 
that something similar might hap- 
pen in humans, 

If this is true, there is one big 
factor which prevents wholesale de- 
struction of body tissues in cases 
where several different kinds of 
antibodies have been developed in 
the system, 

This factor is the fastidiousness 
of antibodies in general. They 
are highly spevific — that is, they 
usually work on only one substance, 
the one which causes their origin, 

The potential danger, if any, Hes 
in the possible instances where anti- 
bodies form not only protection 
against infection but also give rise 
to antibody-like substances which 
may adversely affect the body’s 
own tissues, 

Dr. Caveltijs continuing his work 
in an effort to clear up some of 
these uncertainties.

JESUS SUMS UP HIS CLAIMS 


LESSON TEXT—John _ 12:12-16, 20-32, 

MEMORY SELECTION—And I, if I 
be lifted up from the earth, will draw all 
men unto me.—John 12:32. 


The last week of our Lord's min- 
istry on earth comes before us to- 
day as we consider two events—one 
of which occurred on Sunday and 
the other on Tuesday. One sees here 
the attitude of men toward Christ, 
of God toward men, of the Father 
toward the Son, and the majestic 
drawing power of the Saviour, 


I, Believing Men Honor Christ 
(vv. 12-16), 

God says, “Him that offereth 
praise glorifieth me" (Ps, 50:23), 
and the believer recognizes that 
“praise is comely for the upright’ 
(Ps, 33:1), Jesus is entirely worthy 
of the praise of every heart and 
voice, 3 

Presenting himself as their Mes- 
siah, Jesus received the enthusiastic 
acclaim of his disciples and friends, 
who were probably joined by others 
drawn by the excitement. 

The Pharisees did not join in (see 
Luke 19:39, 40), nor did the city, not 
even knowing who he was (Matt, 
21:10, 11). So it is today; some 
love and praise him, some hate him, 
others just ignore him, Of which 
class are you? 

He gave Jerusalem and the na- 
tion a final opportunity to receive 
him, It was not yet too late, but it 
was their last chance. Such a time 
comes in the life of every one of us. 
They rejected him. Do we? 

But even though some did reject, 
let us not forget that there were 
those who shouted, ‘‘Hosanna'’; who 
cast their garments down before him 
and waved palms of victory and joy. 
Thank God for their holy enthusi- 
asm, Pray God that we may have 
a little more of it, 


II, God Honors Men Who Serve 
Christ (vv. 20-26). 

It is good to note that whatever 
prompted the coming of the Greeks, 
they wanted to see Jesus, 

A man has progressed far on the 
road to blessing when he makes 
known his desire to see Jesus, Com- 
ing to him means coming to the 
One who has the words of eternal 
life. 

Note that the disciples were wise 
enough to bring the men to Jesus, 
The true function of every Christian 
worker is to bring men to him. 

The reply of our Lord to the 
Greeks, and to the disciples who 
brought them to him, seems a bit 
singular at first glance. Did he not 
wish to receive them? They had 
probably come to see the great re- 
ligious leader, the King of the Jews 
—why did he talk about death? 

The words of our Lord are clear, 
Men do not need an example, a lead- 
er, a teacher; they need a Saviour. 
It is as a sacrifice for sin that Christ 
will draw all men unto himself. 

WI. The Father Glorifies the Son 
(vv, 27-30). 

The awful blackness of the bur- 
den of the World's sins which he was 
to bear pressed down upon our Lord 
in an agony of soul beyond our 
ability to understand. But even his 
troubled soul did not turn from the 
hour of death for us. 

The question of verse 27 is essen- 
tially this: ‘Should I ask the Father 
to deliver me from this hour? No, 
I came to be man’s Saviour."’ He 
did not look away, nor wish to turn 
back. He knew why he had come, 
and he was faithful even to death 
(Phil, 2:8; Heb, 2:9). 

He had only one desire—that the 
name of God the Father should be 
glorified (v. 28). Do we who bear 
his holy name follow in his foot- 
steps? Do we have an eye single 
to his glory—or do we seek our own? 

Then came the voice from heaven; 
the Father had glorified his own 
name in the Son, and would do it 
again—yes, again and again, 

Jesus knew the Father would do 
it, he did not need any assurance 
(vy. 30), but for the sake of the peo- 
ple the witness was given. Notice 
the reaction of the listeners—some

Pays Big Dividends 

The forest income of Coffee 
county could be increased by bet- 
ter forest management. How 
many farmers think of keeping 
the best cotton grown for home 
use’ If a farmer needs cotton 
for “house use they use the last 
picking, and sell the better cot- 
ton for the higher prices. 

The same thing is true of tim- 
ber, a good tree will bring more 
money on the market than a cro- 
oked or decayed one. Black jack 
oak, crooked pines and all dis- 
eased trees should be used for 
fuel wood on the farm, When 
these trees are cut it helps the 
forest in two ways. 

1, The good tree left has a 
better chance to grow, It gets 
the strength of the soil that two 
were getting, 

2. It gives a chance for the 
young trees of better quality to 
come in the opening made by 
cutting the low quality tree 

One thing the timber grower 
should keep in mind at all times, 
pine timber is our best seller, 
Only times like we have seen for 
the past five years will show 
quality hardwoods sell at a good 
price, In cutting timber this 
should be kept in mind and enough 
good pines be left on the land to 
reseed the area, Four to eight 
trees per acre will supply enough 
seed to get a good stand of seed- 
lings. These seed trees are not 
a loss to the timber grower after 
the area is seeded and the young 
trees begin to grow the seed trees 
can be cut and sold. This method 
is much cheaper and safer for 
the timber than planting seedlings 
by hand. 

Coffee county has improved its 
quality of all crops in the past 
ten years. The county grows bet- 
ter cotton, corn, and hay and bet- 
ter live stock of all kinds. The 
county not only produces better 
quality crops of all kinds but it 
makes more per acre, more than 
any time in the history of the 
county. The same can be done 
in the forest of Coffee county. 
It will take time as it has with 
other crops, Until we have im- 
proved the forest as other crops 
have been improved we have 
something to work for. 

In 1942 we had a production of 
about 12,000,000 board feet. . The 
income from timber sales and 
labor was about one half million 
dollars that year. The acreage 
we had in timber and the good 
growing conditions it is possible 
to double this income and volume 
per year. This can be done by 
fire protection and good cutting 
methods. 

The best method to use in mar- 
keting timber is to mark and cut 
selectively. This way the grower 
has a chance to leave the better 
quality young growing trees. In 
selling timber this way the seller 
and buyer each know the number 
of trees by kinds and the volume 
of each, It will leave the area in 
shape for another cut within ten 
years. This keeps saw mill opera- 
tors in business and the other 
timber, grower, too. 

The Division of Forestry is glad 
to help with any timber manage- 
ment job the grower has. We have 
marked several small tracts for 
cutting. The saw mill operator 
and the growers were both satis- 
fied with the tracts after they 
were marked.

local conservation practice: 

Establishing a satisfactory cover 
of small grains or rye grass seed- 
ed in fall of 1947 and the growth 
not harvested for grain or hay. 

The payment for small grains is 
two cents per pound and the pay- 
ment rate for rye grass is nine 
cents per pound. 

Mr. Wise states that he feels 
“there has long been a definite 
need for this practice’ and urges 
all farmers to take advantage of 
this offer.

W. F. Baker states that there 
is more interest in Crop Insurance 
being shown by farmers than in 
any previous year since Crop In- 
surance has been offered.

HERE’S HOW CROP IN- 
SURANCE PROGRAM APPLIES 
TO FARM 


Jim Farmer rents land in Coffee 
county. In 1947 he plans to plant 
11 acres in cotton. Jim’s normal 
crop runs about one-half bale to 
the acre. 

He doesn’t think of insurance as 
an investment, but rather as pro- 
tection on the money he’s going to 
have tied up in the crop. He fig- 
ures that the total cost, including 
rent, will run about $30.00 an acre. 

He finds out that he can take 
out a 84-pound, 126 pound or 157 
pound lint cotton policy. The 126- 
pound policy would about take 
care of the money he figures to 
have tied up in the cotton crop. 
So Jim takes out the 126-pound 
guarantee policy at a cost of only 
13 pounds per acre. 

In the Spring Jim plants his 11 
acres of cotton and everything 
goes pretty good until July the 
boll weevil and heavy rains al- 
most cause him to lose the crop. 
Jim does have a few bolls left 
though, so at harvest time he 


over. If Jim hadn’t taken out 
insurance, he would have lost 
about $18.00 per acre on his cotton 
crop. Multiply this by 11 acres 
and you see that crop insurance 
save Jim from going in the hole 
$200.00. 

The average cotton yield in Cof- 
fee county is 213 pounds per acre. 
This means that the average farm- 
er in Coffee county can get a pro- 
tection policy of 126 pounds at a 
cost of 13 pounds lint. Putting 
it another way, the average Cof- 
fee county farmer can get “in- 
vestment protection’ crop insur- 
ance for approximately 6 per cent 
of the normal cotton crop. 

The premium Jim Farmer pays 
is an operating expense that would 
be deductable from his income tax 
return. 

eee KK He Ee 

The Cotton Crop Insurance sell- 
ing campaign is beginning to get 
underway. Federal Crop Insurance 
covers all unavoidable hazards. 
The farm families standard of 
living is protected because the 
farmer has an assurance of some 
return, even though his crop might 
be destroyed. Crop insurance is a 
non-profit cooperative venture and 
farmers who are more fortunate 
in one year help those wha have 
not been so fortunate and have 
lost their crops. The added ex- 
pense of crop insurance is negli- 
gible, but income protection is 
most necessary in poor years. 
Most every one carries fire pro- 
tection with scarcely a loss yet 
more complete or partial losses 
are actualities in the production 
of cotton than ever occurs in the 
destruction of personal property 
by fire. 

Crop insurance premiums are 
operating expenses and as such are 
deductible for income tax purposes 
and thus the amount of the prem- 
iums would be reduced.

Milk A Cleaner 


Skimmilk is a good cleaner for 
paper lampshades. While water 
softens and may break or damage 
the paper, milk does not pene- 
trate paper readily and slips over 
the surface carrying soil with it. 
First, dust the shade with a soft 
clean cloth, brush, or hand vacu- 
um cleaner.

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Grand Jury Returns 9 Indictments 


And Recommends Repairs At 
Court House And Jail 


The Grand Jury in session at 
Elba last Monday and Tuesday, 
February 17 and 18, returned 9 
indictments, five being for felonies 
and four for misdemeanors, ‘The 
body also made a number of other 
recommendations, and for the ben- 
efit of our readers we are printing 
the full report below: 


“We, the Grand Jury empanelled 
by Your Honor on Monday, Feb- 
ruary 17, 1947, wish to submit this 
as our final report. 

We have investigated eighteen 
presentments and herewith submit 
to Your Honor 9 indictments, con- 
sisting of five felonies and four 
misdemeanors. 

We have examined the County 
Buildings and find them generally 
to be in a fair state of repair. Our 
observation revealed that the pub- 
lie toilets in the Courthouse are in 
a deplorable condition, in fact, in 
such condition that they are a 
with the Public Health Laws. In 
recommended that the fixtures in 
said toilets be replaced by new 
and modern equipment, and that 
they be reconditioned to comply 
with the Fyiblic Healtth Laws. In 
the event this repair cannot be 
done in the immediate future, it 
is suggested that said toilets be 
closed and locked until repairs can 
be made. It was also found that 
the floor in the Clerk’s office is 
badly in need of repair. We sug- 
gest that such repairs be made. 

An inspection of the Jail dis- 
closed the premises to be in good 
repair with the exception of the 
fact that said building needs re- 
painting on the outside and inside, 
and that the windows need reput- 
tying. We found the Jail to be 
sanitary and adequately kept. 

It is suggested that the grounds 
of the Courthouse Square be filled 
in and leveled to prevent the 
standing of water thereon. 

It was discovered from an in- 
spection of the Office of the Sup- 
erintendent of Education that they 
have no place to store school 
books under their charge. It is 
suggested that the County Com- 
missioners cooperate with the Sup- 
erintendent of Education in pro- 
viding a place for storage of the 
books. 

It is recommended that Vene- 
tian Blinds be supplied 


Probate Office in order to assure 
adequate light, 

We have examined the various 
County offices, including the bonds 
and books and records of said of- 
fices, and find them neatly kept, 
and handled in a commendable 
fashion, Our investigation  dis- 
that during the last six 
years the deficit of Coffee County 
has been reduced by a figure of, 
to-wit, $338,000.00. We commend 
the officials responsible for mak- 
ing this reduction possible. 

It is noted that the Honor Roll 
placed on the sign on the North- 
west corner of the Square, is in 
bad condition. We recommend 
that the proper authoritie  Joop- 
erate with the various ..ic clubs 
nterested in finding a permanent 
place to erect a new Honor Roll. 

We express our thanks to Your 
Honor for your able charge. We 
also thank the Sheriff and the 
Bailiff for their courteous atten- 
dance during our session. 

And now, having completed our 
labors, we ask to be recessed, 
pending the further orders of 
the Court. This, Feb. 18, 1947.

Much of the seed rot, which is 
the most common cause of poor 
stands of peanuts in Alabama, may 
be controlled by seed treatment, 
according to results of the Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station, A. P. 
f., reported in its latest publica- 
tion released for growers. 

The leaflet, No. 23, “Seed Treat- 
ment for Peanuts,’’ summarized 
results from four years’ experi- 
ments with treating planting seed 
with various chemical compounds 
now available on the market, 
value of treatment of machine- 
shelled seed, when to treat, how 
to treat, and what seed treatment 
does. 

The publication is authored by 
Dr, Coyt Wilson, plant patholo- 
gist of the Station staff, who con- 
ducted the experiment work, 

Copies of this leaflet may be 
obtained free from your County 
Agent. You may call by the of- 
fice or write for one. Mr. Robin- 
ette says that he will never plant 
another peanut without treating. 
A practice that is a ‘must’ in 
peanut production.

“Fire, as well as the common 
cold, thrive on these raw winter 
days,” county agent, J. R. Speed, 
said today, warning farmers in 
this area to use great care with 
all heating units in homes, barns, 
and outbuildings, and to take 
proper precautions to prevent con- 
flagrations. 

Mr. Speed said fire losses, par- 
ticularly in rural areas, reach 
their peak when temperatures go 
down and heaters are pushed to 
maintain adequate warmth inside 
buildings. 

“In cold weather, stoves often 
become overheated. Farmers 
should prevent nearby beams from 
scorching and make sure the stove 
pipes are free from soot. Crops 
and other material which might 


recommen- 


easily catch fire should be re- 
moved from the _ immediate 
vicinity. 


“Many, many winter fires are 
caused by faulty stoves,’ Mr. 
Speed said. He urged all farmers 
to take precautions by having 
their fire extinguishers checked, or 
approved fire extinguishers instal- 
led near their heating units, if 
this has not already been done, 

“If we all take the time right 
now to check our stoves and ex- 
tinguishers, and install fire pro- 
tection devices, we can make sure 
that fire losses in this area will 
be materially reduced this winter,” 
Mr. Speed concluded,

Destroy Self 


Develops Substances Which 
Attack Tissues of Its 
Own Vital Organs. 


SAN FRANCISCO, — That the 
human body in building up resist- 
ance to germs or other foreign Iin- 
vaders sometimes automatically 
develops substances capable of 
destroying tissues of its own vital 
organs, is a new concept of disease 
which has at least been partially 
confirmed in the University of Cali- 
fornia research laboratory, says 
the Associated Press, 

Rats given injections of strepto- 
coccus vaccine mixed with an ex- 
tract of rat kidney developed not 
only antibodies against ‘‘strep"’ in- 
fection but also produced  sub- 
stances which destroyed parts of 
their own kidneys. This destructive 
process is called glomeruloneph- 
ritis, 

The various forms of nephritis, 
the medical term for degenerative 
kidney trouble, rank sixth among 
the diseases which take human life, 

The laboratory findings showed 
that the apparently innocent kidney 
extract rather than the supposed- 
ly wicked streptococcus was re- 
sponsible for the destruction. 

However, the presence of the 
strep or some other foreign sub- 
stance was necessary to start the 
kidney substance on its rampage. 

Interesting Results, 

The work was done by Dr. Philip 
A. Cavelti, immunologist of the uni- 
versity’s Hooper foundation for 
medical research, and Mrs, Ca- 
velti. The results were reported in 
the Archives of Pathology, a pub- 
lication of the American Medical 
associative, 

A revolutionary phase of the re- 
search is the showing that bits of 
tissue detached from the kidney 
of an individual animal, upon 
passing through that same animal's 
blood, could produce antibodies po- 
tentially detrimental to the very or- 
gan from which the fragments orig- 
Inated. 

Medical researchers long have 
known that bits of tissue from an 
animal injected into one of another 
species would produce antibodies 
potentially destructive toward the 
tissues of the donor animal, 

But until recent years it had been 
taken for granted that tissues would 
not produce antibodies against 
their own kind or their own species. 

One ata Time, 

Dr. Cavelti’s finding that animals 
of the same species can produce 
antibodies hostile to their own tis- 
sues raised the question whether de- 
generative diseases such as glom- 
erulonephritis can develop as a sec- 
ondary result of the invasion of the 
body by a foreign substance. 

Although the experiments were 
confined to animals, they suggest 
that something similar might hap- 
pen in humans. 

If this is true, there is one big 
factor which prevents wholesale de- 
struction of body tissues in cases 
where several different kinds of 
antibodies have been developed in 
the system, 

This factor is the fastidiousness 
of antibodies in general, They 
are highly specific — that is, they 
usually work on only one substance, 
the one which causes their origin. 

The potential danger, if any, les 
in the possible iristances where anti- 
bodies form not only protection 
against infection but also give rise 
to antibody-like substances which 
may adversely affect the body's 
own tissues, 

Dr. Caveltijs continuing his work 
in an effort to clear up some of 
these uncertainties.

JESUS SUMS UP HIS CLAIMS 


LESSON TEXT—John 12:12-16, 20-32, 

MEMORY SELECTION—And I, if I 
be lifted up from the earth, will draw all 
men unto me,—John 12:32, 


The last week of our Lord's min- 
istry on earth comes before us to- 
day as we consider two events--one 
of which occurred on Sunday and 
the other on Tuesday. One sees here 
the attitude of men toward Christ, 
of God toward men, of the Father 
toward the Son, and the majestic 
drawing power of the Saviour. 


I. Believing Men Honor Christ 
(vv. 12-16), 

God says, ‘Him that offereth 
praise glorifieth me'’ (Ps, 50:23), 
and the believer recognizes that 
“praise is comely for the upright’ 
(Ps, 83:1), Jesus is entirely worthy 
of the praise of every heart and 
voice, : 

Presenting himself as their Mes- 
siah, Jesus received the enthusiastic 
acclaim of his disciples and friends, 
who were probably joined by others 
drawn by the excitement. 

The Pharisees did not join in (see 
Luke 19:39, 40), nor did the city, not 
even knowing who he was (Matt, 
21:10, 11). So it is today; some 
love and praise him, some hate him, 
others just ignore him, Of which 
class are you? 

He gave Jerusalem and the na- 
tion a final opportunity to receive 
him, It was not yet too late, but it 
was their last chance. Such a time 
comes in the life of every one of us, 
They rejected him. Do we? 

But even though some did reject, 
let us not forget that there were 
those who shouted, ‘‘Hosanna’’; who 
cast their garments down before him 
and waved palms of victory and joy. 
Thank God for their holy enthusi- 
asm. Pray God that we may have 
a little more of it, 

II, God Honors Men Who Serve 
Christ (vv. 20-26). 

It is good to note that whatever 
prompted the coming of the Greeks, 
they wanted to see Jesus, 

A man has progressed far on the 
road to blessing when he makes 
known his desire to see Jesus, Com- 
ing to him means coming to the 
One who has the words of eternal 
life. 

Note that the disciples were wise 
enough to bring the men to Jesus. 
The true function of every Christian 
worker is to bring men to him. 

The reply of our Lord to the 
Greeks, and to the disciples who 
brought them to him, seems a bit 
singular at first glance. Did he not 
wish to receive them? They had 
probably come to see the great re- 
ligious leader, the King of the Jews 
—why did he talk about death? 

The words of our Lord are clear, 
Men do not need an example, a lead- 
er, a teacher; they need a Saviour. 
It is as a sacrifice for sin that Christ 
will draw all men unto himself. 

III, The Father Glorifies the Son 
(vv, 27-30), 

The awful blackness of the bur- 
den of the world’s sins which he was 
to bear pressed down upon our Lord 
in an agony of soul beyond our 
ability to understand, But even his 
troubled soul did not turn from the 
hour of death for us. 

The question of verse 27 is essen- 
tially this: ‘Should I ask the Father 
to deliver me from this hour? No, 
I came to be man’s Saviour."’ He 
did not look away, nor wish to turn 
back. He knew why he had come, 
and he was faithful even to death 
(Phil, 2:8; Heb, 2:9). 

He had only one desire—that the 
name of God the Father should be 
glorified (v. 28). Do we who bear 
his holy name follow in his foot- 
steps? Do we have an eye single 
to his glory—or do we seek our own? 

Then came the voice from heaven; 
the Father had glorified his own 
name in the Son, and would do it 
again—yes, again and again, 

Jesus knew the Father would do 
it, he did not need any assurance 
(v. 30), but for the sake of the peo- 
ple the witness was given. Notice 
the reaction of the listeners—some 
recognized that a heavenly mes- 
sage had been given; others had only 
heard some thunder. 

May God give us grace to hear 
his voice when he speaks, and not 
consider it merely the rolling of 
some deep voice of thunder! 

IV. The Son Draws All Men to 
Himself (vy. 31, 32). 

Because Christ was lifted up on 
the cross and died, there is victory 
over sin and death, declared by his 
resurrection and ascension to the 
Father. 

Satan is still at liberty in the 
world, but he is defeated (John 16: 
11). Death still comes, but the sting 
is gone for the Christian (I Cor. 15; 
55-57). The world is still fighting 
our Lord, but he is drawing men to 
himself here and there throughout 
the world. 

One day he will come as King of 
kings and Lord of lords, to declare 
in its finality the victory which has 
already been won. 

We should be reminded anew that 
it is Christ the Saviour wao will 
draw men if we will only exalt him 
in our preaching and teaching. Let 
us do it! .

It will take time as it has with 
other crops. Until we have im- 
proved the forest as other crops 
have been improved we have 
something to work for. 

In 1942 we had a production of 
about 12,000,000 board feet. The 
income ‘from timber sales and 
labor was about one half million 
dollars that year. The acreage 
we had in timber and the good 
growing conditions it is possible 
to double this income and volume 
per year, This can be done by 
fire protection and good cutting 
methods. 

The best method to use in mar- 
keting timber is to mark and cut 
selectively. This way the grower 
has a chance to leave the better 
quality young growing trees. In 
selling timber this way the seller 
and buyer each know the number 
of trees by kinds and the volume 
of each, It will leave the area in 
shape for another cut within ten 
years. This keeps saw mill opera- 
tors in business and the other 
timber, grower, too, 

The Division of Forestry is glad 
to help with any timber manage- 
ment job the grower has. We have 
marked several small tracts for 
cutting. The saw mill operator 
and the growers were both satis- 
fied with the tracts after they 
were marked,

1, The good tree left has a 
better chance to grow. It gets 
the strength of the soil that two 
were petting.
